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PREFACE. 



T?HE AktUdk i HincU is an TJrdli tranalation of the Mufartify 
ul Kulub, which is itself a Persian version of the well- 
known Sanscrit work, entitled the Hitopadesa, or, " Salutary 
Counsel." It was executed by Mir Bahidor 'Alf, Mir 
Mnnshi at the " College of Fort William," and printed at 
Calcutta in 1803, under the personal supervision of John B. 
Gilchrist, a gentlemen to whom Hindlistini literature owes 
almost its origin. The translator has displayed much in- 
genuity in BO rendering the sense, and turning the phrase- 
ology, as to impart a thoroughly idiomatio character to the 
work, preserving, at the same time, a dear and easy style, 
which is admirably adapted for beginners in the language. 
Containing as it does a number ot entertaining stories, illus- 
trative of the manners, customs, and modes of thought 
peculiar to the people of India, the book presents an 
admirable delineation of the national character. Some of 
the incidents recorded therein may scarcely suit the more 
refined taste of the West, but allowance must be made for 
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tiie fact that in a less enlightened state of society humour 
will be always liable to verge upon indecency, as the 
writings of AnBtophanes, Martial, or Chaucer, too plainly 
prove. 

The language of the Ak^& i Hindt is the pure Hindli- 
Bt4ni, tho naUonal language of the entire Peninsula ; spoken 
by nearly every person from Cape Kumarin to Kabul. Of 
course, the best and purest is that spoken by the natives of 
the Upper Provinces, the Hindijst4m of Bengal, Bombay, 
and Madras being corrupt and inelegant ; but the fact that 
this dialect is so extensively xised as a means of communica- 
tion between all classes and nations ia India, forms an un- 
answerable argument for the importance of its cultivation 
by all whose lot it is to share in the social or political 
administration of that country. It is much to be regretted 
that more encouragement is not afforded to the study of the 
Oriental languages. In order to impart a knowledge of 
English to the natives of India, eminent English scholars are 
sent out every year at considerable expense to the Govern- 
ment ; but no similar system has been adopted for the employ- 
ment of learned natives, from whom alone the language can 
be properly leami The imperfect acquaintance with Hindii- 
stini possessed by most Anglo-Indian officials is, doubtless, 
due to inefficient tuition, but still more to the want of 
interest displayed by Europeans generally in all that relates 
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to flie history or literature of the Eaat. Some few there are 
who have acquired a considerable facility , in using the 
language, but Indians profit little by their attainments. 
Although England has had possessions in India for nearly 
two centuries, we cannot find a single useful English book 
which has been translated into the vernacular of that country 
by an Englishman and printed in England. Some original 
Hindlistdni works have been translated into English, edited 
and reprinted in England ; and these have proved of immense 
service; but much more good might be done if translations of 
scientific and educational works were undertaken for the 
benefit of the youth of India. Europeans who possess suffi- 
cient energy and perseverance might, under efficient tutors, 
render themselves competent for such a task. As an instance 
of the perfect mastery tiiat may be obtained over Oriental 
languages by a native of this country, I may mention my own 
Mend and pupil, Mr. E. H. Palmer, Eellow of 8t. John's 
College, Cambridge, who has astonished the native savants by 
his prose and poetical contributions to the vernacular news- 
papers in Arabic, Persian, and Urdu. His writings are 
marvellous specimens of a correct diction and easy idiomatio 
style ; and this facility is the more surprising as he has never 
yet visited the country. 

The Marquis of Wellesley was a great patron of Oriental 
learning. During his administration many useful works 
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were written and published, but sinoe that time the interest 
in the advancement of these studies has abnost entirely 
Buhsided. In addressing the students of the College of 
Fort "William, he ohserved : — ■ 

" Yon are now constantly called npon to administer jaetice to the 
hnmblest, to ascertain the rights and interests, and situation of the 
mdest classes. These are they, indeed, who, being most exposed to 
oppression, will chiefly demand yonr care. Their happiness will be 
the proudest glory of your country, the surest foundation of Empire 
in India. But if you cannot speak their language, the best laws of 
the Ckivemment will be a mockery ; your generous leeolvea will end 
in disappointment. The real rudeness and ignorance of the people 
will be exaggerated ; their complaints will seem to be unreasonable 
because they cannot explain to you their reasons. You will appear 
to them capricious, if not tyrannical, because you cannot state your 
purposes, and because you cannot discover the real influence of your 
acts. In one word, you will be strangers to the people, and they to 
yon ; and this may be aggravated into the most intolerable mischief 
through the designs of those who may seek their own profit in the 
estrangement. It is certainly very desirable that you should be able 
to converse with a native gentleman in a language that he himself 
would not be ashamed* to use ; but to iiuderetand and be under- 
stood by the bulk of the community is a positive duty, which yon 
cannot neglect without dishonour to yourselves, un&ithfulness to the 
Government; without discredit to your own country, and injustice 
to India." 

The importMice of the study of Hindli8t4ni by all who in- 
tend to Bojoom in India, is too obvious to be denied ; a few 
practical observations, therefore, upon the best method of 
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learning the language will not be oat of place here. The 
begioner should by no means attempt to leam the alphabet 
1^ himself, as a vicious pronunciation, when once acquired, 
is seldom or never got rid of. He should procure the 
assistance of an experienced tutor, and commence at once 
the large Noit&Uk hand, as given in Forbes' Hindustdnl 
C^rammar. Borne short-sighted persons have recommended 
the adoption of Boman characters and the use of elementary 
books printed in this type only. This, however, is a 
ridiculous and laeff subterfuge, for no one can hope to leam 
a language without mastering the character in which its 
literature is written; and the student who shrinks &om 
the trouble of learning an easy alphabet, can never be 
expected to &ce the real difficulties of a foreign idiom and 
strange construction. Having become acquainted with the 
detached and combined forms of the letters, the student 
should go steadily through Forbes* Hindiistdni Manual, 
transliterating the sentences whi(^ he finds there into the 
original character, and translating all the exercises given 
for that purpose. This will accustom him to the phraseology 
of the language, and enable him to proceed to the translation 
of easy portions of English standard works. He should, at 
the same time, read some Hindlistini text-book with his 
tntor, oarefnlly noting down aU the idioms and new phrases 
that occur from time to time. It will be found a useful 
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practice always to read over some femiliar passage of Hmd6- 
st&nf before attempting an exercise in composition. By this 
means the student insensibly acoostoms himself to imitate 
the construction and phraseology, and learns to appreciate 
more th<m)ughly the genius of the language. It is also very 
important that he should pay attention to the parsing and 
analysis of sentences. A just complaint is made against 
the regimental munshis, and othera la India, that they are 
for the most part, unable to assist their pupils in this branch 
of study, as they are Ibemselves frequently ignorant of the 
principles of grammar, and can only meet a question upon 
some peculiar construction with the safe but iinsatisfaotory 
reply that it is (jfjl^ Xci>*^ "according to the roles." The 
&ct is, that this class of teachers is, generally, composed of 
uneducated and incompetent persons, as men of real culture 
and learning find something better to do than to earn a 
precarious livelihood by tuition. If more encouragement 
were given by the authorities to the study of Oriental 
languages at home and in India, we might hope for better 
tuition, and, consequently, for more sound Oriental scholars. 
Let the Hindlistini student make himself thoroughly 
acquainted with the grammar of the language and the method 
of translation under competent European and native teachers, 
before he proceeds to India, and, on his arrival in the 
country, he will find his course easy and his progress sore. 
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In Hie prwent edition of the AWi&fc i SinS, I have 
explained all the vorda and phrases which appeared to 
present any difficulty ; for the rest, the student Till find the 
excellent dietionaiy of Dr. Forhes a safe and practical guide. 

My Mend, Mr. E. H. Palmer, B.A., has composed an 
Arabic poem in honour of the Bight Hon. Sir Stafford 
Noithcote, Bart., to vhom I have been allowed the priTilege 
of dedicating this work; and as the verses are of peculiar 
merit, and the final hemistioh forms a chronogram of the 
publication of the AWildk i ffindi, I cannot re&ain &om 
inserting it here as an appropriate conclusion to these pre&- 
tory remarks.

(if^J\ ur*^^ '^^ f '"■' "^ ^ oBjae oS God, the mraoifti], Hu 
oompasdimate." This fbimnla, vhioh u prefixed to ever; chapter of Uie 
Koran (except tiie 9Qi ^j^\ ^jy^)> u always placed by Uohammedan 
authors at the head of their 'worbe. It is nsnal also for them to taks 
especial paina in oomposing the ezordioin. of their books, as this is thought 
to test the writer's ingenuity and command of langnage. ^^lis ezordinm is 
eenerally divided into several distinct seotione : the first containing the praisa 
of Qod >1.*^1 (^, the second a benediction on Kohammed and his &mily, which 
is entitled Jj^t> or i^j^J\ u:.^ i^. In both of these Hie expresaionB used 
should accord with the subject matter of the book itself; for instance, a 
writer on Astronomy will commence his work by praiung Ood as the 
Creator of the heavens, the stars, etc. ; the grammarian will dwell on the 
wondrous gift of articulate speech, and so on. The present vcak, being a 
collection of moral stories, which have for their object the inculcation of 
wisdom, opens with a thanksgiving to Him who has bestowed thia Ueaeing 
on mankind. After tlie two divisiauB I have mentioned, the nature and 
origin of the book is more explicitly disooBsed; and the prefiuo oondudes 
with a complimentary address to the writer's prince or patron. As theae 
compositions present many diffloulUes to the beginner, I have thought it 
adviseaUe to give a translation of the opening pages as literally as the English 
idiom would permit, 

I» the name of God, tkt Mtreifvl, tht Compauionate. 

A. thousand thanks be to that Ood who hath given to man' superiority over 
all His creatures ; and hath adorned and decked him with the gom-fltadded 
orown of reason, spiritual and temporal: who having mounted him on ths 
high-spirited steed of genius, hath put into his hand the bridle of wisdom ; 
and hath entrusted to him the sword of knowledge to contionl and regolate 
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th« kingdom of the mind withal, that Uie intellect and the sensee, vhich aie 
the Bnbjeots thereo;^ may not be trodden underfoot of thdr enemy the deviL 
And incalcnlahle benedictlonB lest upon Ahmed,' His diosen iProphet, and 
upon his holy &mily. 

Enow, then, my intell^nt readete, that in India they call tliiB book the 
Hitopadesa, or Salutary Counsek," and that it consista of four chapters. 
The first treats of Friendship ; the second, of the Absence of Priends ; in 
the third, War is discussed, and enoh things as will ensure victory and the 
enemy's defeat ; the fourth contains a disquisition on Beconciliation, whether 
it be before or after the contest. In short, story after story .is so rare and 
wondrous, that, should a man hear them, he must become extremely prudent 
and sagadons in worldly af^rs, and able, moreover, to detect the good or 
evil actions of all men. So it came to pass that this book reached the regal* 
court of that most puissant prince, Bhih Na^fr uddfn (tlie seat of whose 
dominion is the province of Bihir). He, when he saw that it contained 
most interesting relations, most alluring couusels, extremely good maxims, 
and profitable stories, addressed one of his courders, and commanded him to 
translate it into easy Persian for bis own amusement and instruction. Some 
one accordingly executed his behest, and named the work Mufarrih td 
Siil&b, or. The Ezhilarator of Hearts. Now, your humble servant, U(r 
Bohidnr Aii Husainf, in the year 1802 a.d., oorreE^nding to 1217 a.h., 
has translated it &om the Persian, by order of his benefactor, John Oilohriat, 
Esq. (may his prosperity be perpetual !), into easy colloquial Eekhta, as it 
is spoken by aU classes of society, and has given it the title of A^ldk i 
Bmdi, or Indian Ethios. Whoever shall use this book his mind and brain 
will be continually refreshed by the aroma of intellect which pervades it, 
while he vrill derive additional pleasure and delight from the words of 
wisdom therein contained, ^ 

An Aeeovxd of the Book and the Commencement of the Stoiy. 

Now to proceed. The basis of the story is on this wise : On the Ganges' 
banks in India was a city called Mfinikpore, the king of which was named 
Ghandrasen ; and all his brethren, his equahi in rank, were Bulgeot to his 
rule. One day the king was sitting on his imperial throne, and his sons

w«re Bbmding before him in an uaeomHj attitnds. An indiridaal »• 
tnarking their mdenen, began to say : He ^ho is withoat knowledge u 
blind, even though he may see vith his eyes. Knowledge is that by the 
force of whioh difflcnltlea are Holred ; and he only can be called rich who has 
the wealth of knowledge, for it is a poesession which no thief can ateal, and 
to whioh none other can lay olaim, nor can any one say in what place it 
abides. Nay, the more you expend, the more it increases, for nothing can 
dimiiuBh it Knowledge is a priceless gem, the ornament of man, and hia 
tmsty companion at home and abroad. He who is possessed of thia is a 
weloome goeet in the houses of the great and in the courts of kings. Of all 
accomplishments, two are best — one is knowledge, the other military skill; 
but of these two, knowledge is always esteemed the most worthy. And 
this beoanae if a child utter words of knowledge, every one will oall down 
blessings on hia head ; and if an old man prononnce them, all will listen 
with willing attention, and will give him a place in their hearts while he 
expounds them. Whereas, on the contrary, if an old man wield a sword, 
then people mook him, and say: 'Bee how his intellect is smitten down 
in old age, how crazy he has become ! ' 'Wherefore, ye should never be remiss 
in the pursuit of knowledge, nor ever let the thought enter your minds, 
What npoessity is there to take bo much trouble after this lifb?' Hearken 
unto me : if ye attain to knowledge, the service of God and the riches of 
this world and the next will be within yonr grasp. Never, then, let care- 
Irasness induce yon to admit the idea, Ws are yet yonng, there is still 
plenty of time for the servioe of God ; let us pursue it at onr ease, and let us 
ibr the present take heed for the things of this world ! ' Snt, rather, know 
thia, that Death has already hud his hand upon yoni forelock,' and waits but 
for the decree of Ood to tighten the &tal noose around your nedc,— not a 
moment's respite will he ever give. Oh, my friends ! impart knowledge to 
yoor ohildr^i in their youth, that so it may beoome indelihy engraved upon 
th^ minds, even as what is stamped upon the unbaked earthen plate cod 
never be removed when once it has been exposed to the action of the fire." 

When the king heard all this, he hnng down his head with grief, and 
presently h^;an to say, ' Alas ! my sons possess four things : yonth, wealth, 
pride, and ignorance; when any one of these four things is found in a 
man, it brings him speedily to perdition. A child without knowledge, or 
who, having knowledge, oarries it not into practice, is less useful than the
